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· 1. Parties. This Settlement Agreement and Order are entered into by, qetween, and 

among the settling parties, Plaintiff, the People of the State of Califdrnia ("the People"), by 

Edmtmd G. Brown Jr., Attorney Oeneral of the .State of California ("Attorney General") and 

Defendant Greg Sawtelle (hereinafter, collectively, also refen-ed to as "Settling defendant"). 

2. Recitals. 

2.1 Greg Sawtelle (hereinafter "SAW~ELLE"), was the pr~sident and sole owner of 

Rambret, Inc. from January of2000 to May of2008. 

2.2 On May 29, 2009,'the Attorney General, on behalf of the People, sued SAWTELLE 

in the underlying action for conspiracy to defraud donors, deceptive and 1msleading charitable 

solicitations, failure to file annual reports in violation of Govermnent Code section l2599, for 

breach of :fiduciary duty and charitable trust, negligence, neg~igence per se, and for unfair 
. . . 

competition. 

2.3 SAWTELLE denies any Wrongdoing. 

2.4 The Settling Parties, each of whom, desiring to avoid the expense, unce1tainty, and 

inconvenience of fUither litigation in this case, state all claims alleged agailfst the Defendants 

arising out of the Action have'been settle~. 

2.5 This Settlem.ent Agre~ment constitutes a stipulation for settlement·and shall be 
. ' 

enforceable under Code of Civil Procedure section 664.6·. 

3. Settlement Terms-Monetary. 

3.1 \flithin 5 business days:ofthe signatili:e ofthe last ofthe Settling Pa1iies to sign this·· 

Settlement Agreement, the Settling Parties shall do the following: 

3.2 SAWTELLE agrees to settle with Plaintiff for $25,000 (twenty-five thousand 

dollars). The settle!J?.ent paymei1t shall be retained by the Attorney General for attorneys' fees 

and costs incurred by the Charitable Trusts Section, pursuant to. Government Code sections 12598

and 12586.2, and shall be used exclusively by the Chantable Trusts Section for the administration 

of the Attol'Il:ey General's charitable ~st enforcement responsibilities. 
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3.3 . All payments pursuant to this paragraph of the Settlement Agreement shall be made 

ayable to the California Depa1tment of Justice and shall be delivered to the Attorney General's 

Office at 300 S. Spring Street, Los Angeles, California 90013, to the attention of Deputy Attorney 

General Tania M. Ibanez. 

3.4 Plaintiff will file a Request for Dismissal within five business days of receipt of

onfim1ation from the bank that the settlement funds have been successfully deposited. 

4. ·settlement Terms-Non-monetary:

4.1 The Settling Defendant agrees to cease all current and future solicitation for 

haritable purposes directed to donors in the ·state of California. 

4.2 · The S.ettling Defendant is .pem1anently restrained .and enjoined from engaging .or 

articipating in charitable solicitation campaign, directly or through any intermedim-y, in~luding, 

ut not limited to, consulting, brokering, investing, outsourcing;plaJ:ming or managing such a . 

u.1-ip~ign. The Settling Defendant i~ permanently 'enjoined from, and shall not engage in, ru.1y of 

e following act~vities: 

a. 	 . acting as a conunercial fundraiser'for chru.i.table purposes, fundraising 

counsel for charitable purposes, or trustee or commerCial coventurer in 

California as those terms. are defi.ned.in California Government Code 
I 	 • • 

. sections 12599, 12599.1, 12582 and 12599.2; 

b. 	 acting as an officer, director, employee, or agent of any charitable. · 

organization in California or any organization that solicits funds for 

charitable purposes in California; 

c. 	 holding·or·controlling assets received for a charitable purpose from 

donors who.reside in California;

d. 	 participating, directly or in~irectly, in any solicitation which the 

defendant knows or has reason to lmow will be used in connection with any 

charity or chru.·itable solicitation in Califomia or which targets residents of 

California. 
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4.3 The Settl!ng Defendant is permanently banned from selling, leasing or giving away 

their donor list of California individuals who previously donated to California Organi~ation of 

 Police and Sheriffs ("COPS"). 

4.4 The SettliJ?.g Defendant is permanently banned from using or benefitting fro~ 

customer information, inc.ludi~g the name, address, telephone number,. email aqdress, social 

security number, other identifying information, or any data that enables access to a customer's 

account (including a credit card, bank account, or oth~r financial acc~unt)~ of any person which 

was obtained by the Settling D~fendant prior· to the entry· of this Settlement Agreement in 

connection with any charitable solicitation made 011 behalf of COPS. 

5. General Provisions

5.1 Upon the successful cqmpletion of all terms of this Agree.ment, the Settling Parties · 

hereby release and discharge each otherparty, his/her/its employees, officers, agents, successors 

and·assigns from all civil liability, ~ivil claims, and civil damages known to them that relate to, or 

arise from, the allegations set forth li1.the Complaint. The release and discharge set forth in this 

paragraph is binding o~ly on the pru.iies to this Sei:tl~ment Agreement. Further, this release and ·

discharge shall not be co11strued to limit or prevent any pru.iy' s ability to enforce the terms of this 

Agreement. 

5".2 This Settl~ment Agreement shall not constitute. ru.1 admission or fu1ding of any
